$46,349,759, an increase of $1,400,000 
ever the previous year: and of more 
whan e@ million as compared with the 
average uf previous five years. 

It is just to say that che government 
had an explanation of this state ef 
affairs. ‘The minister of @nance ad- 
mitted that the promises of, retrench- 
ment, bad not been kept, and — that 
instead of reducing the ~ expenficire 
wy four or five millions the govern- 
ment had managed to increase it. 
But he asked for time. He explained i 
that. when the government touk office 
arrangemnents had been made for many 
et the services, and contended that 
ene year at least was required to get 
the new economics in fair working 
order. 

The government gat the extension 
ef time, and in Julyl898 had closed 
the second fisca! year of reform, aa- 
ministration. But inetead of a smaller 
expenditure than 1896 the = return 
snowed larger spendings thas even in 
1297. There wae a further addition 
ef nearly half a million, for the total 
expenditure was $38,832,526.

Mr. Fielding asked for supply for his 
third fiscal year he called for more 
than forty millions. Even that was 
not enough for him, for he bag had to 
get ‘a large supplementary vote to

A lot of bad feeling hag been engen- 
dered which no doubt will grow worse 
instead of better and the school can- 
not possibly be a success. The only 
solution of the difficulty is separa- 
éion, The west side has property to 
the amount of $15,000 and with a 
rapidly increasing popwiation would 
no doubt soon come back to its nor- 
mal position. Whiue the east with 
$35,000 and some six sections on the 
eastern boundary would be able to 
form a nice snug handy section with 
about 35 children of school age, the 
taxation would be reasonable and it 
would not only save these families 
from these prohibited long distances 
bu‘ would shorten the distance in 
every case from one to two miles. 

When the campaign was in full 
blast this possible separation was 
very clearly set forth to the ratepay- 
ers, that in this event taxation would 
be Increased at least 50 per cent, but 
it cut no figure, ise vote was just 
the same, eo that the school board 
have no reason to foar they will have 
the moral support of the ratepayers 
on the west side in the matter of 
separation. 

No doubt very soon’ the school 
board wiil be called upon from _ the 
educational or executive department 
for their decision in this matter on 
the foregoing lines, and we trust in 
the interest of peace and harmony 
and the best cducational interests, it 
will be considerately dealt with by 
them when the whole matter will be 
finally and satisfactorily settled,
